Gradually Overcomes Fitz-
gerald’s July Swatting Margin.

SATURDAY’S TOLL 579,200

Ten Million Mark for the Month Is
Expeocted.

SEASON'S RECORD TO BE BIG

Next Year’s Crop of Flies Will Be
Greatly Reduced by Present
Activities, It Is Believed.

layton H. Burdette, fourteen-year-old
commander of the Industrial Home
School army of fly “swatters’” and win-
ner of first prize in The Star’'s May and
June anti-fly campaigns, is at the head

of the contestants who are out for the
prizes in this menth's ecrusade.
Gradually overcoming the lead taken

early in the race by Lawrence Fitzgerald,
Burdette, by turning in 265,600 extermi-
nated insects yesterday, went in first
place. Fitzgerald delivered 100,800 flies,
but this number, added to his previous
margin of nearly 160,000, points proved
insufficient to keep him at the head of
the contenders. The Industrial Home
School’'s leader, however, barely has title
to first place, his margin being but 5,200
points.
Half Million Delivered.

Altogether, 579,200 flies were delivered
by the various contestants yesterday,
making the total slaughter for the month,
to date, 5,033,500.° This is just half of
the number Dr. Murray, supervisor of
the campaign, predicted would be des-
troved during July. With more than two
weeks of the present month's erusade
against the horde of disease-spreaders
remaining to be waged It is more than
probable that the ten milllon mark will
be reached.

In addition to the flies delivered vester-
day by Burdette and Fitzgerald, William
Steiner turned in 83,200; Walter Trought,

80,000); Charles Watts, 32,000: Francis
Corby, 6,400; Ralph Lucas, 6,400; Lee
Kent, 4,800,

Trought's showing for the day enabled
him to advance from sixth to fifth posi-
tion. The high score made by Lillian
Porton Friday was responsible for
Trought losing his hold on fifth place,
but as Lillian was not among the con-
testants who dellvered flles yesterday
Trought managed to get back in his old
position.

Six Now in Lead.

The six leaders are the following: Lay-
ton H. Burdette, 1,376,600; Lawrence
Fitzgerald, 1,371,400; William Steiner,
733,600; J. Mark Trice, 446,400; Walter
Trought, 330,400, and Lillian Porton,
263,300,

Already two of the contenders, Burdette
and Fitzgerald, have destroyed more than
half a million flies each, while William
Steiner probably will enter the million
class early this week.

On the basis of what has been accom-
plished this month, Dr. Murray predicts
that 15,000,000 flies will bg destroyed in
August and probably as large a number
in September. In all the summer cam-
paign is expected to result in the slaugh-
ter of about 40,000,000 of the insects. The
heavy inroads on the fly population should
greatly reduce the number of pests that
otherwise would develop next season, lo-
cal health officlals declare.

Fighters Increase Equipment.
Although the war on the fly has been

and ordered |carried on with a vengeance during the

first part of this month by the contest-
ants in The Star’'s campaign, records
being smashed almost daily, practically
all of the participants have in the last
few days Increased their equipment to
fight the pests, and are prepared to
finish the month with larger numbers
killed than ever before.

Fitzgerald and Steiner, who are old
hapds at the business, not only have
bought more traps, but each has invaded
new territory. These two confine most
of their work to markets, and daily
receive requests from merchants asking
them to clean out their stores.

The children at the Industrial Home
School have arranged to place traps
not only in the school grounds, but also
in Tenleytown and Georgetown stores.
At the same time more than 100 boys
and girls, well trained in swatting, are
kept busy every day. Ralph Lucas, win-
ner of the District prize last month for
Anacostia, is prepared for a Garrison
finish, and Lillian Porten and her
numercus girl assistants, also in the
Anacostia district, are procuring traps
and additional swatters.

The boys at the Bruen Home, who re-
cently entered the campaign, under the
leadership of Walter Trought, are now
expert annihilators, and are rapidly
coming to the front.

Half Million Flies Killed
First Week of Campaign.

HEARING ON STREET WORK

Three Police Sergeants to Be Se-
lected Wednesday—Planning for
Motor Boat Regatta.

The end of the first week in the fly-
swatting crusade under the auspices of
the city health department shows a total
of more than half a milllon flies killed in
that time. This count includes insects
inturned In to the health department by
noon today. The total number swatted
since Monday last by the {iftv-eight con-
testants in the fleld was exactly 585,C00.

Hearing on Street Work.

There will be a called meeting of the
street committee of ecity council at 3:15
o'clock Monday afternoon, for the pur-
pose of hearing the requests of property
owners living on Washington street be-
tween King and Cameron streets relative

to the proposed reduction.of the road-
way on that thoroughfare in connection
with the improvement of four squares
from Queen to Duke streets.

place in the chamber of the board of al-
dermen.

City Councilman Charles B. Marshall
has received a large number of letters
commending him for his proposed action
to prevent a decrease in the salary of
CoP. Theodore H. Ficklin, principal of
Washington Public School for Boys, as
already made by the city school board.

Councilman Marshall at the last meet-
ing of the city council served notice that
he had just been informed of the action
of the city school board in reducing the
salary of Col. Ficklin from $1,250 a year
to $1,000 a year. He will offer a resolu-
tion at the coming meeting of council for
that body to regulate Col. Ficklin's
salary.

Continued Warm.

For the District of Columbia, Maryland
and Virginia, unsettled Sunday. Mon-
day fair, continued warm; light to
moderate variable winds.

Temperatures were again high during
Saturday east of the Rocky mountains,
except In New England and eastern
New York, and generally lower to the
westward, with a marked fall in west-
ern Montana and the extreme Canadian
northwest.

Thunder showers continued in the
south Atlantic states, and there were
also local showers in the northern por-
tion of the middle Atlantic states, the
lake region, the upper Mississippi wval-
ley, Colorado, Utah, Arizona, Montana
and Washington. Elsewhere the weather
was generally fair.

A marked rise in pressure over the
extreme northwest indicates that lower
temperatures will he experienced during
the next thirty-six hours in the plains
states, and probably during Monday in
the Missouri and upper Mississippl val-
leyvs and the upper lake reglon. There
will, however, not be much change over
the eastern portion of the country, owing
to the rebuilding of a high-pressure area
over the middle Atlantiec ocean.

There will be local showers Sunday in
New England, the porthérn portion of the
middle Atlantic states, the eastern lower
lake region, the south Atlantic and east
gulf states, followed by generally falr
weather Monday, except in the south At-
lantic states. There will also be loral
showergs Sunday in the Rocky mountain
region and the northwest, extending Sun-
day night or Monday into the plains
states, the Missouri and upper Mississippi
valleys and probably the mupper Ilake
region. In the Ohio valley and the south-
west the weather will be generally fair
Sunday and Monday.

NOBIG CIRCUIT RACE
FOR AEROS THIS FALL

Not Enough Prize Money Sub-
scribed to Attract For-
eign Fliers.

Announcement has been made from Chi-
cago that there will be no big aviation
circuit race for America this fall. The
circuit was to have been flown from Chi-
cago in connection with the meet that
will signalize the race for the Gordon Ben-
nett trophy, to be held late this summer.
It is sald that the executive committee
of the Aero Ciub of America has aban-
doned the attempt to finance the race for
lack of funds to attract the European
fiiers. The Aero Club of Illinois is in
favor of holding the race anyhow, and if
this is done without the entry of the
foreign racers the performance may be
less spectacular, but is likely to have a
more beneficlal effect-on aviation in gen-
eral.

The original plan was for the race to
start and end at Chicago, including the
cities of Milwaukee, Detroit, Cincinnati,
St. Louis, Dayton, Cleveiand, Toledo and
perhaps some others. It was flgured it

would take at least $100,000 in prizes to
attract the foreign entries.

Only $40,000 Subscribed.

There were, of course, other expenses
connected with the event. The commit-
tee spent some time going over the route
and soliciting subscriptions, but had
pledged only $40,000. This was subscrib-
ed, $25,000 in Chicago and $10,000 from
Dayton as a Wright memorial, to be
flown for the day the racers were in that
city. Detroit, Akron and other towns
furnished the remainder.

Ordinarily much more money is to be
gained by aviators in Furope than in
this country, and the foreigners do not
like to come to America, anyhow, partly
for fear of legal interference. They re-
gard the trip as breaking in on the earn-
ing season abroad, and as merely a gold
gleaning expedition.

It was thought by the sponsors of the
circuit race that it would be a good
thing for aviation in America, as no big
circuit of that sort such as is popular
in Europe had ever been flown here. It
was thought that by making the ‘con-
trols’” end in the big citles it would be
possible to stop over a day and hold an
aviation meet that would help to defray
the expenses or possibly make money out
of the affair.

Army Fliers Oppose Plan.

Many of the American aviators, in-
cluding some of the best army fllers at
College Park, were opposed to this plan.
They said that in making the clircuit a
short dash each day and stopping over
for repairs and hippodroming to gather
more money the race would be simply a
gift to some of the fast European mono-
planes. ‘They held that if the race were
be, and ended at Chicago and the
aviators were sent away on the same
day and the race given to the man who
mhde the round first it would be not only
a speed test, but an endurance test of
men and machines as well, developing
the ,qualities that are really needed in
aviation.

If the race is managed by the Aero
Club of Illinois, as there seems a possi-
bility it will, this plan is llkely to be
followed in a general way. In that case
if there are no very large prizes, the
competition is not likely to attract any
of the great foreign speed merchants and
wailll leave the Americans more to them-
selves.
